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Continuation of 2. NOTE: New issue raised by the combining of claims 19, 21, 22 and 24 into claim 17 since claims 19, 21, 22 and 24 do 
not depend from one another, each claim is dependent directly upon claim 17 without being dependent on one another and the following 
limitations: "vertically oriented" subsidiary ribs, the subsidiary ribs each having a downwardly-facing lower edge and each of said 
subsidiary ribs including said downwardly-facing lower edge is separated from said circumferential wall by a space, and whereby one layer 
of said doubled-layered portion is constituted by said subsidiary ribs and another layer is constituted by said circumferential wall and said 
space is between said subsidiary ribs and said circumferential wall. 
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
